And it ii worthy of remark thai, with 
one exception, the gentlemen honoured by hie 
Excellency's original invitation, but nil 
included in the OautU, have been 
emitted solely it their own express request ■ 
mud, moreoTer. that they were for the most pari 
general aupporwre of the Govern raynt. Our 
anticipation, thnt the indirect Mtempt at impos- 
ing the semblance of a pledge on the nominees 
■would bo generally protested against and tacitly 
iifs*»ow*d, has. with one exception, been com- 
pletely fulfilled. The correspondence connected 
with that one exception is already before the 
public in our columns of Thursday. Injustice 
alike to n tried and respected member of former 
Councils, and to the Sniniitry by whose advise 
Sir John Young revoked hie appointment, or 
(to apeak more accurately" withheld ita com- 
pletion, are would ray a few wards in reference 
to that Coiretpondenca and to the exclusion ap- 
parently caused by it. 

Out eympa.ih.iei at the outlet aw strongly 
with Mr. Lamb, whom we regret to see oven 
temporarily untitled frum the I'pper Chamber :

are dftidetily in his favour. It i* unjust tu 
rxclnde from a deliberative Assomtily a 
gentleman conf eased ly well nullified, merely 
because he exprestly reserves his right to 
deliberate. It in illogical nod irregular to 
withdraw anamination which was unconditionll 
in form, merely because the nominee accepting 
it protests against beirg supposed to do so under 
conditions. In suoeunce. Mr. Lamb did no 
mure than a daxen other gentlemen, who 
»s*b in different ways protested against 
ijeing supposed to accept their appointment* 
under any political pledge. The mere wording 
of bis letter might, we think, have been im- 
proved, in point uf form, it perhaps give too 
great iitomii.ence to whit was an irregular 
appendage to his ftxcellenc) 'a offer of a 
nomination, rather than an integral part at* It. 
We prefer the method said to h*n been adopted 
by one honourable gentleman, of making the 
bod} of his answei a simple acceptance of the 
offered nomination, and then despatching the 
eutuitiou. ■■ Kx tracts" by way of postscrip. At 
the same time it seems undeniable, thst the 
etcond paragraph of Mr. Lamb's answer, 
wherein lie asserts the unfettered right of 
deliberating end voting, was at once dignified 
and reasonable. 

We believe that the reference to bis previous 
letter to Mr. Cowner tui the very beta *ad 
front of Mr. Iamb's offending. And we are 
bound to admit, that It suggest* some 
not sufficient excuse for the invidious disl 
tion made between tbst gentleman and others 
who stood substantially on the same ground. 
In the first place, we are inclined to think that 
each a reference to a letter not expressly public 
wu out of place at. tt Irregular in replying to an 
official communication. It wis certainly super- 
fluous, for if the entire freedom of action 
claimed for the writer in the previous para 
graph was conceded, it was, on hii own 
■hewing, wone than needless for him to commit 
himself beforehand is i" the use h» eh* old 
■eke of that freedom. Moreover, the remark! 
made in the letter referred to both on the Land 
Mills slid on the F.ltt live Council Bill, however 
just in themselves, are chargeable with a 
harsher and mare declamatory tone than the 
particular occasion required. Certainly they could 
not fail To be rUslaeteliilto the Premier, who, if 
too wise to be the author of those measures, 
had at least been inducad by circumstances to 
become their sponsor. And it is open, to Mr. 
Cowper to plead, that had the letter containing 
thoie remarks reached him earlier he would 
never have advised Mr. Lamb's nomination. 

Still. «li en due allowance has been mtde for 
all these "extenuating circumstances," the 
general effect ot the trensscticu is damaging ts 
the Colonial Spire tar). He must hive had a 
eufikient general knowledge of the views of a 
frank and consistent political opponent ; he 
ought not to have had either the wish or the 
hope to draw hint into n seeming r»m promise of 
bis principles. Waiving all question of gener- 
osity, the exclusion of Mr. Limb is » political 
blunder. A Ministry, whose supporters are 
delegates and whose policy is dictated by the 
multitude cannot afford to call public 
attention ,o the high bearing of man 
•who hold their opinions earnestly and upon 
conviction. But the truth is, dint Mr. Cowper 
is in a position where it It scarcely possible fur 
him to avoid falae steps. This ii at once his 
condemnation and bis apology. He nnssi 
stand (till ; the agitation which he has fostered 
for party purpose! will not permit him; and 
whether he advances or recedes, the ground 
i hollow, and is mined all about him. To 



advance in the path nf revolution ii to enlist 
atill more itiongly n gainst him self that uaiv tr- 
ail conservatism of men of education and pru- 
ptrty. which is best attested by the 
fact, that a radical Tpper House has been 
found impossible. To recede, to fall back upon 
the strongholds of public order and public 
credit, would be more congenial to the Pre- 
mier's own fetlings, and perhaps, in the long 
inn, better fur his official prospects. But bore 
he la met by the daily necessity uf keeping 
terms with supporter* whom he despise*; of 
yielding as little indeed as possible, y*d some- 
thing continually, to tne ambition, the cupidity, 
or the petty spite of men who are formidable as 
delegate*, ihough ridiculous as legislators. His 
difficulties ut not the l*ss petpltxing because 
they are in great measure of bis own making ; 
ani the eensur* dealt to individual error, is 



oficn more properly due to the original ain of 
his false posiiiun. 

Meanwhile, time, the tranquilliser and recon- 
ciler, is iieadiiy at work. Neither Ministers 
nor Member* of r*tliament an in a hurry to 
tesume their noisy labour! in the Lower Home, 
and the new bitch of eouocillor* Tl >ice in the 
postponrmchl of their patriotic e'giis. Mcs rs. 
Dalgtiish and Ituchanan are preparing a new 
edition of the comic Hlackstone, and Mr. liourn 
lltissrll complacently duses over an elermsntsr}' 
treatise on logic, Agilaliun is comp.r,tiv e |y & 
a diecount. People talk less of free .election, 
end more of the rate of wages and the price of 
wool. A notion eeenu getling abroad that pro 
auction without a market is visionary, and 
lh»t good roads may have somtihing 
to do with agriculture. It ii by no means im- 
probable that a few detached elections wilt 
pend mm the Assembly men of whom the 
country need not be ashamed. Uf fare Parlia- 
ment rememblrs, these and other similar 
sgenciee may teat a Mr. Uowper free to review 
his th spier of omission a with less risk to his 
own popularity, lis has already gone too fat 
for a reliance on purely democratic support to 
be any longer ponsihle ; he may Hod that * 
few steps more in a conservative direction will 
place him on safer as well a. higher ground. 
Should he hive the boldness to adopt and act 
upon this view, the half d„*en gapi now left in 
the Council may prove a valuable reserve both 
1o himself and to the country,

•ntwer* In tome iruUncet for the knowledge 
of principle, and for the [» w «r of tcientiac 
application. The Tilueof thou high attain- 
menta which ireological feature* are at 
once re»ariufled and *et dotrii for erer, *nd 
which bj an accumulation of fact* afford * 
guid*nc«, all but absolutely certain, to tboae who 
hare to follow in indutlrial form* th* Ught of 
science, i* not likely to be appreciated by the 
thougbtlete and ignorant. 

We ought, perhanr, to nreniiH iJi»t Mr. 
Ci Alii make* no claim. He do« not pretend 
ihat bepoaieMt* any legal title (o the attention 
of tbe Ooi-emment. He doet not bring in a 
bill of cotta. The term i* tLerefote uted 
rather aa einreaaitra of that moral obligation 
which, whether recognised or not. entabliAbe. 
it»lr by a writ* of beta, and which an 
honourable community deem, iuelf not the lex, 
bound 1o perform, became it cannot be 
t ti force J . 

Mr. Ci.Attai: arriTed in thi* colony in lfl*9, 
with a riew to the recovery of hi* health, whieh 
had mfftred from expoture. He >u attracted 
to Auitralia partly by Iu climate and partly by 
(he unexplored Held of nologica) science which 
it opened. To tbu hi* mind wu apaciaJlr 
dlrccted by Proneaar tmiinci, » »— 
whou »*<•» -< — ■> fchen in the roll of icience 
JIT, Uditt wu well known in Europe. ,& a 
geologurt, H* bad contributed numeroui 
papen to the icjenliflc eoeietiei. and bad ex- 
plored ievrral parte of Europe u well u Ores'. 
Brttrun. Before hi* arrival In this country he 
be knew nothing of the esiatence ofgold. Soearty 
a* I Ml he forwarded to Profeetor Sunovfici 

now in the Wooowtrdiati Miueum, and many 
of which wen* auriferou*. Ho confident wae 
Mr, Clabbi of ta* eiiatcnc* of gold in thia 
colony, that he addniatd a leltM to thil journal 
onder date Febrnary, !H 1«, in which he recotn- 
iw ods the panic* who wet* about to hutcn to 
California, to try thtts ooloniea. 

Thi point of priority in dueorery mnu to be 
eatabliihtd by lereral letter* addressed to Mr. 
t'i.A»xit. Among them we mey mention one 
from Mr. I A Mia ItAciiTiitis and one From 
Mr. Jualiee TncnnT, lo whom Mr. Ci.auili 
tbowed gold tnlS44, and aereral from ottmrt who 
recollected that a boat that lime their attention 
wu *trongly directed to the lubject in con t er- 
ection* with thi* di*!ingui*h*d geologist. We 
do not think il nece saury at all to inquire into 
th* eosnparatire practical value of the dlt- 
corery which lad to the working of gold mine* 
and the *CLenlidc reicarcbe* by which their 
exitieac* wu before band displayed. We pre- 
bum* no one claim* tor Mr. Clarke wlut ha 
dot* not demand for bihtaclf.

He hu been the referee of Oorera- 
ment on Ihete lubject* for many yean, but 
In 1BB1 he wu employed on un exteniire 
geological mirvty. anrj, with ihe conient of.bii 
BiinoF, and a iicenae to exerciee hi* fuaetiooi 
•■ a clergyman thrnnghoal the colony, he went 
ptoipeclirig in many attraction,. The result of 
lii* exaitilnntbn i» *o volumtnov* and to 
irapoiUnt Ihat we mux refer to tbe blue book*, 
or to the recent publication of Mt. Clakkk on 
the Southern Oold-fieldi, The accuracy of bii 
obiertntioni h, s been proved tn Tery numerotti 
it,*tanc n .

The dlr- 
ferettce betwaen the scientific and tb* 
ordinary obterver i* that the fir,t 
from a tingle page in the book of nature ii abla 
to supply the volume; the necond knom 
lliat which it under hit ore, but can draw no 
inferencee, and may apend long year* in uteleii 
rceearch. We bate no doubt that the ecitnt.hc 
examinqiiunt and report* of Mr. C Linns will 
have their inn nonce on the gold develop mint of 
thi, colony fot many yewn to com*. 

The payment made Id Mr. Claxkx, con- 
aidering the nature of the « trice, wu ear- 
ttinly abiurdly *m*ll— namely, fJOO a year 
during tbe tima he wm employed. Our 
reader* will recall the rate of wage* 
during that time both to clerks ud mechanic!. 
Th* maeog wu thin earning hia pound a day. 
All kind* i employment were highly re- 
munerated, and a lalerj of £300 e year would 
have been offered to no one In a position of 
trim or reanonaLbilily. We contidef tbit the 
■urn tu uLttrlj ineufficient. We of course take 
no account of the actual eKpeniei of Mr. 
Clauki while punning tbit tuk. That they 
were ilweharged by the Government wu a 
matter of course, and could not be conaidcred 
n numeration. In tbe fuinrsa of it* 
generoaity tb* Government of thai day 
appropriated to Mr. Clabki £1000, 
which, considering the than raise of money, 
— the laborlon* service* he performed, and the 
scientific contributions be had made— eon Id 
not be deemed a compennlion. Mr. CtAAax 
bad offer* of an enticing kind to induce hi at to 
give lo other colatun the benefit of bit geolo- 
gies! knowledge. A corrwpondenea on tbit 
■object took place between him and the authn- 
rities of Tasmania, and the dot time* t* are aufS- 
cient lo prove thai whatever may be the eati- 
timate or a scieotific geologitt in the Assembly 
of this colony, he is very highly appreciatea in 
CouDlriet where the lack of guch nuistarjcc has 
been often and deeply felt. 

The question, then, for th* I^gistitare it, 
ahull Mr. Ci.aukVh services pais unrequited, 
or "lis II there be granted audi compenutian u, 
conridtrtng his education, his labour, and hi* 
rtptfle, may be deemed a fair indemnity P \V* 
cat nut think any acknowledgment suitable in 
this cue but one that is made in bard money. 
An appointment under the Government to a 
gentleman tixty yean of ige, and bebaging to 
n profession, is not the form in which this 
recognition should be tendered. Whether 
Mr. t't.AEs l fiicnd* succeed in securing 
him janlice from the Lagiilature or not, be 
will bare still that latisfaction which 
Do scientific man undervalues,— of having per- 
formed a great work in behalf of thil country 
and of mankind. We should indeed rejoice 
were public iibereJt'i to ut him at eau in his 
declining jeui, and to enable him to derate 
them to the urangiment of that large material 
which contain* the acientiLie history of thi* 
country. But whether this shall happen ot not. 
We are tun that a future age will turn to hia 
name with reverence wheal the mere " practical 
men " have all passed into silence and oblivion. 



Ot LB-iiovtBHiiEMr it certainly quite u much 
tbe fault of tbe age at under- government. Tho 
great attention which i« bestowed on politicaL 
rustlers, and the close analysis which u made 
of social evils. Lead increasingly lo a dentaml 
for Government interference, Tbe in tint ace of 
the State organisation reraifiei so widely, tod 
the immediate tesults of its action are so 
patent, that reformers and enthuaiuta of ail 
classes rind no diJficulty in making out a plau- 
sible cue (or aiButince, nod in tracing the evils 
they ate contending with either to aomething 
tbe State does wrongly, or something the State 
does not do which it ought to do. From 
Ibe aupport of religion and education 
downwards, State-aid it the unEvenal 
dimand. Lasr* to reprui '» **, 
niorBlil.s". w— ~ l>*7 the expense* of all 
pt.UsnthropLc agencies, and official patronage 
lo all progressive movement*, whether material, 
social, or political, are inces sandy demanded, 
lite exaci limit* of the proper function* of 
Up vemment can never be finally delerrrtined, for 
they differ in different couotriei according to the 
character of the people, the form of the Con- 
■ liiutisn, tbe singe of growth, and the exigencies 
cuused by transitory circumstances. Bui the 
tendency, undoubtedly, is rather unduly to- 
en large the functions ol Government than 
unduly to contract them. Free countries 
hue been in some respects partly 
misled by the example of despotic 
countries. Where every thi eg ia done fur 
the people and nothing by the people, there 
is sometimes a simplicity of organiralion, and ■ 
display of apparent result*, that *ecm at firit 
-i« hi to be rttber conunendntory of tbe eyitent. 
Yet a larger and deeper experience shows thtt 
while Government can never neglect it* proper 
functions without allowing evils lo accrue, it 
never slope out of ils wty to forwtrd some de- 
sirable object without in the long run doinjt 
mcie harm than good to the cause it intended 
lo strre. It is for lite State — or society in ils 
public organisation— lo do only what lociely in 
its private organization could not do at all, or 
could not do so well. 

Tbe Oovernmcnt of India has recently puh- 
lirhed a manifesto on the subject of cotton 
cultivation, which shows "how anxious the 
present AilriLinistratiOB i, to tscap* from over- 
whelming itself with dutiea not properly belong- 
bg to it* sphere. That India should supersede 
America a* ihe cotton field for Great Britain, 
cr al least should go hand b hand with it, hi* 
long been demanded in Lancashire, and th* 
Oovernment has been pressed in all direction* 
to do something. This pressure his been in- 
cresstd lince the secessbn of the Southern 
Stales created the risk of n civil md tervile war, 
and a consequent reduction in (he yield 
of cotton. Th* Government admits the 
possible urgency *f the case, and 
expressee its utmost an tie!) to do all that cm 
be pro]*rly done to stimulate, without delay, 
thia vtij- season an increased cultivation of 
cotton. But it « ill sot be tempted to overstep 
itt proper boundaries, or to be hurried by a 
panic into interfering with what properly belongs 
to privet* enterprise. 

ihe following principle is Uid down al tbe 
outlet b Ihe resolution adapted try the Govern- 
ment :— " That no measure which placet Go ■ 
vt movent in tbe position of the private capita- 
list, cultivator, or specuUlor, or which in any 
way interfere* with privet*, enterprise, can be 



otherwise than permanently injurious i* 
sA*»df, and datrininul to the object b 
tl»w. Therefore all attempts to etimulate 
culiivatbn or labour by any exertion of Got em - 
rnent *Uthority, directly or indirectly, are out of 
ihe queetion. The same objection will apply 
to model ftrmt and experimental cultivation, 
conducted by officers of Government." 

If there is *ny country in the world where 
omclal interference to promote any «peeially 
desirable form of cullivauon Is permissible, that 
tounny i* India. It is coniuend and held hy 
a fosetgn race, who posses* the administration 
entirely to lhetneelvee. The State, too, t* the 
sole landlord, and all tbe cultivator* are Crown 
tenant*, yet there can he no doubt but that the 
On v inwoB-G K*R*AL*ndhts C'ouneilarsrtght 
b abstaining from exeroising any attempt 
to control the direction of industry. If 
cotton is to become a large expor! front India, 
il must be on a comnu-rcinl bssU, and u the 
result of the enlightened self interest of all who 
are engiged in the trade. Lf (he Government 
esisblishe* security for person and property, 
obtain* and diffuses information, permit* free- 
dom of trade, and opens out internal communi- 
cation a, the course of industry will settle itself 
to the greatest advantage both or individuals 
and the countijf. What the Indian Government 
prnjM.se' to do is. Grit, to give circulation, lo all 
the statistic*] inrormalioa contained is tbe pub- 
lic records which is calculated to stimulate and 
wi*e1y to direct the application of capital and 
labour toward* cotton cultivation j secondly, to 
allow the Treasury Otfieea to he used u 
banks in local! lies where there are 
no private banks, so u to 
facilitate the transmission of remittances by 
purchasers: thirdly, to aid agent* from tbe sea*, 
port merebant* in visiting the cotton -producing 
district., so that by personal intercourse between 
the buyer and producer the letter may get the 
stimulus of a better price, the Intermediate 
aurenciet rosy be got rid of, and arrangements 
for transmllting produce maybe simplified ; and 
fourthly, to improve all tricks from the pro- 
ducing districts to u to allow of the ordinary 
country cut* gelling along at the rate of from 
two to three miles an hour. The railtvays 
are being pushed forward oa general ground* 
u fut as possible, nor can their progrest 
be accclrnilfd. When they are completed 
tbe trunk lines or transit will be 
all Ihat Cab be wished-, cross country road* will 
■till require attention. The real work of gettiag 
cotton exported is to ba done by tbe cotton 
buy em mntacking the producbg district*, unci 
offering a tempting price. Oareramanl will do 
all it can to facilitate such commercial transac- 
tions, and lo improve the tnsans of intercom- 
munication; but it willnot grow cotton, or force 
itt lenute lo grow cotton, or bribe them lo do 
so in any way whatever. 

Whether there will be any need this year for 
these special efforts an hohalf of cotton cultiri. 
lion will depend upon the conne of ivania in 
Amntioa. If there i* no civil wu, if tbe 
Industry of the Plantation States ia not 
diverted from its ordinary course, then the 
supply will not be lets than usual. It it not 
tbe deficiency, it is the preen rious nets of the 
American crop, that makes Lancashire so anxious 
to bare fresh source* of supply. If bteadne 
commotion should really arise in America, so 
th*t thi crop it perilled, then the price of cotton 
will rite, and the stronaeit trade stimulus will 
be applied to its production elsewhere. But if 
all a peaceful b America, then the lupply will 
be abundant, the price will be kept down, and 
fresh production will be discouraged, unless the 
market expandt correspondingly.
